terrain I couldn’t even begin to 
cross. Don’t ever be surprised 
at anything they might attempt. 
I vc seen them leap from ledge 
to ledge and climb bluffs that 
I thought only mountain goats 
could master. 
Their gait, a high, bouncy, 
stiff-legged one, 
is ideal for 
their travel. But it makes them 
an impossible, mot ing target. 
I don’t intend to turn you 
against hunting mule deer. In 
fact I strongly recommend this 
type of hunting. A mule deer 
is one of the few animals we 
can hunt in Texas today where 
lots of planned strategy is a 
must.
